When Clara Coker Brown's ICC 
Alumni Association lifetime mem- 
bership application contained as 
much of her children's and grand- 
children's information as her own, 
it seemed as though a pattern of 
Browns attending ICC had formed 
sometime through the years. Mrs. 
Brown decided to continue her edu- 
cation in 1979, which coincidentally 
was her oldest son's first year of at- 
tending Itawamba Agricultural High 
School. With IAHS and Itawamba 
(Junior) College on shared property, 
Mark said he could not turn a cor- 
ner without running into his mom. 
"My first year of high school, and 
I just knew I was going to have all 
this new freedom .... and my mom 
started back to college on my cam- 
pus." 

But the Brown family beams with 
pride at its "Mimi's" accomplish- 
ments. In addition to raising her fam- 
ily and being a hands-on grandmoth- 
er, she and her late husband, Owen, 



started and successfully ran B & M 
Paving & Asphalt Company as well 
as Fulton Pipe Company. Owen was 
often known to say that he and the 
crews might have done the physical 
work but they would not have been 
nearly as successful without Clara. 
In addition, Mrs. Brown is past 
president of the Itawamba County 
School Board after having served the 
district for many years in several dif- 
ferent capacities. 

Mark Erwin Brown attended IJC 
from 1981-1983, but he had quite a 
rocky start. When he failed to get out 
of bed on the morning of registra- 
tion, his mother came in to his room 
and said, "Mark, are you going to go 
down to the college and register for 
your classes today?" His response 
was, "No momma, I think I'll just 
stay out a semester or two and work, 
and then I'll go back." 
Silence. 

Then, Mrs. Brown jerked back 
the covers "Get your (self) up 



and get down to that college and get 
yourself registered for your classes. 
Now." 

That definitive move on the part of 
a normally mild mannered and lov- 
ing mother was the onset of expec- 
tations for her children and grand- 
children regarding the importance 
of education. That morning resulted 
in not only an IJC graduate, but a 
Mississippi State University degree 
as well and many Browns who fol- 
lowed in Mark's footprints. 

While at IJC, Mark played baseball 
and was one of a few on Coach Curt 
Monroe's last team and Coach Roy 
Cresap's first team. He is now the 
president of B & M Paving/Fulton 
Pipe, having worked since the age 
of 14. He is also the proud father of 
three ICC alumni, Audri, Katelynn 
and Josh, and is engaged to ICC 
alumnus, Amy Lee Moore.

Schmidt credits lie 
for Success

Dr. Randy Schmidt grew up 
in Fulton and attended IAHS 
when the high school and col- 
lege campuses were shared 
with ICC. He attended IJC from 
1976-78 and was a starting out- 
side linebacker for Coach Mike 
Eaton's first state championship 
football team in 1977. He has 
fond memories of going down 
to Jones County and beating 
them on their own turf. 

He credits the broad-based 
education and guidance he re- 
ceived at IJC for preparing him 
for his double major in chem- 
istry and zoology as a pre-med 
major at the University of Mis- 
sissippi and later for the Doctor 
of Medicine degree he received 
as he matriculated through the 
program at the University Med- 
ical Center in Jackson. He also 
gives a lot of credit to Herb 
Parham and Jim Long as both 
mentors and teachers, saying 
he was lucky enough to have 
those two fine educators in both 
his high school and college 
classes. "They taught me some 
of the hardest science classes I 
ever took; they made it easy to 
understand; and I learned study 
skills I still use today to stay 
current on the surgical litera- 
ture," Dr. Schmidt said. 
From a guidance standpoint, 
he gives Carl Comer (former 
registrar and current member 
of the ICC Board of Trustees) 
a lot of credit in helping him 
decide where to continue his 
education after IJC. "Carl just 
insisted that Ole Miss was the 
only choice any half-witted stu- 
dent such as myself should even 
be considering," Dr. Schmidt 
said with a mischievous smile. 
"I first knew of Carl when 
his momma, Ruby, taught me 
sixth grade English, and we are 
friends to this day. After sev- 
eral years of investing in gin 
rummy lessons from Carl and 
Larry Homan, it has recently 
been quite a financially gratify-

Football gave Heath Hutchins a fine career during 
his high school and college days. Last year it gave him 
something else, something quite unexpected. 

"Serendipity" is the word he uses to explain how tu- 
toring a high school kicker led 
to a career as a fashion model 
for the likes of Ralph Lauren 
and Abercrombie & Fitch. It's 
a job that's taken Hutchins 
around the globe in a few 
months' time, places like Am- 
sterdam, England, Germany, 
Mexico and Spain. 

Those places are a long way 
^> from Saltillo, where Hutchins 

starred for the high school 
football team as a punter. He 
went on to play for Itawamba 
Community College and then 
Mississippi State. 

After failing to catch on in 
the NFL, Hutchins was try- 
ing to find some direction. He 
did some work as a personal 
trainer and had just caught on 
with a car dealership when 
fate intervened in the form of 

Hunter Bigham. Inset, Hutchins' ICC Football photo, 

Bigham's son, Reed, kicks 
and punts for Tupelo High's varsity squad. Wanting 
to help his son improve as a player, Bigham asked 
Hutchins to tutor Reed. 

Bigham has done some modeling for the past eight 
years or so. When a photographer friend, Cory Steirley, 
new in to update his portfolio, he told Bigham to find 
someone else for him to take pictures of while he was in 
town. 

Bigham asked Hutchins, who was more than glad to 
help. 

"He came over to the house one afternoon, and Cory 
shot him, and it was pretty obvious from the very first 
flash of the strobe light that he had a natural affinity 
for this," Bigham said. "When the first photos came 
through, we were like, dude, you have got to take these 
to somebody." 




Hutchins admitted the most he'd hoped to get from 
the photo shoot was "a cool Facebook picture and 
maybe get some chicks to talk to me." He got that, and 
more. 

After holding on to the pictures for a few weeks, 
Hutchins jumped on Google on a Wednesday last 
October and typed in "top 10 modeling agencies." He 
submitted his photos, and the next day he received 

contracts. By the next Monday, he 
was in Mexico for his first shoot, for 
Fuller Cosmetics. 

Learning Curve 
Angie Hutchins was understand- 
ably skeptical of her son's new job. 
She sensed a lack of direction in his 
life. 

"I told him then, don't you want 
to get a real job? It's not that it's 
not a real job. It's that it's one of 
those jobs you never know about," 
Angie Hutchins said. "And I never 
— ^ dreamed six months ago it would've 

taken him all the places that it's 
taken him so far." 

This was not the life Hutchins had 
in mind. He knew little to nothing 
about the modeling industry. In fact, 
he wasn't even familiar with the 
movie that spoofed it, "Zoolander," 
a 2001 comedy starring Ben Stiller 
and Owen Wilson. So he didn't 
get all the "blue steel" references 
friends made. He has since watched 
the movie, and he's learned quite a bit about this new 
world he was thrust into. 

The schedule can be exhausting, pre-dawn and red- 
eye flights to and from far-flung - and exotic - 
locales for days on end. There's little time for rest, and 
Hutchins has found it challenging to keep up an exer- 
cise regimen. 
But he tries not to complain too much. 
"I'll admit, most other guy models I meet are a lot 
different than me," he said. "The word, I guess, is soft. 
Like, wake up. They've never been in the real world." 

Hutchins is used to early mornings. He had plenty 
of them at MSU, and he had strength coach Matt Balis 
wearing him out during offseason workouts.

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ing last year, he weighed 220 pounds; now he's 
down to about 180. 

On that first job in Mexico, when he was still 
big, the photographer asked Hutchins to bring his 
arm up to his face. The sleeve of his shirt ripped. 

By February, he was small enough to fit into 
most anything, and that's when the jobs really 
started to roll in. His most recent big job was with 
Ralph Lauren, for its spring 2014 line. Hutchins 
said the male modeling world is a small one, and 
that most of his colleagues are European. At 24 
years old, he got a relatively late start in the in- 
dustry, but things have taken off quickly. 

He lives in New York and has a girlfriend who 
also models. His mom has overcome her reserva- 
tions about this career, and she isn't surprised by 
how well Heath is doing. 

"Honestly knowing Heath like I know him, he 
always takes the bull by the horns to show people 
- anybody that was skeptical, including myself - 
he's got one of those (attitudes of), I'm going to 
do it and show you," Angie Hutchins said. 

Bigham sees a big future for Hutchins. 

"You haven't seen the beginning of what he'll 
be able to do," Bigham said. "He's world-class, 
man, I'm telling you." 

Football's reminders 

Hutchins tried to catch on with the New York 
Jets after college, but it didn't work out. His play- 
ing days are over, and he misses football. 

But football led him to this, and he's occasion- 
ally reminded of that. He's had photo shoots that 
involved him holding a football, and one session 
involved him holding a bulldog. 



Last month, as MSU was grinding through pre- 
season camp, Hutchins did a shoot for Target. He 
and another model were sporting athletic apparel, 
and they were on a football field. 

"They had no idea what anything looked like, so 
I was setting up the cones and doing everything, 
setting up the tire drills and the ladder," Hutchins 
said. "They're like, you're so good at this." 

Target booked him for another shoot the next 
week. 

While it's nice to be plucked up by a company 
like Ralph Lauren, Hutchins said it's the steady 
jobs with companies like Target and Amazon that 
keep the money coming in consistently. It's what 
could keep him in the industry for years to come. 

"What may shock people later is how much 
more he will do. He's just getting started," Big- 
ham said. 

Angie Hutchins' favorite pictures of Heath are 
when he's holding a football. It reminds her of 
who he is, where he came from and how he got to 
the place he is now. 

"Even though he's on the journey to different 
endeavors," she said, "that's still how I see Heath, 
because he's always had a ball in his hand." 

Heath Hutchins takes a philosophical view of 
this unexpected turn in his life. 

"It's more like serendipity, I guess is the word," 
he said. "Everything that's happened, I've had 
to be ready for it, but I've just been ready at the 
right time and in the right place and with the right 
people, and it turned out right. Had I not taken the 
path that I did, I don't know if I'd be here right 
now."

The two years I studied at 
Itawamba Junior College repre- 
sent precious memories for me, 
and I remember my teachers 
as very special persons dedi- 
cated to teaching and striving 
in efforts to make us think. The 
years 1960-62 may sound like 
a distant time, and I concede it 
was a long time ago (relatively 
speaking). But in a way my 
memories make it seem almost 
like yesterday. 

Attending a recent homecom- 
ing reminded me of the IJC 
days, especially as I compared 
the special IJC of yesterday to 
today's thriving, beautiful ICC 
transformation. I am a vigorous 
advocate of the community col- 
lege program. I'm proud to say 
that my late husband, George 
Morris Kelly, was an English 
instructor at Hinds Community 
College. Our daughter, Cam, 
graduated from Hinds. 

I consider William (Bill) Miles 
as my 'major professor' at IJC. 
Not only was he the journal- 
ism instructor, but he was also 
instrumental in convincing me 
how much better two years at 
IJC could be in preparing to 
move on to senior college. I re- 
member his classes, the writing 
and the photography instructions 
and the experience of working 
on the Chieftain, which came 
with a work scholarship. 

Then there was dear Mrs. Su- 
sie Earnest, our English instruc- 
tor. Any statement we made 
triggered her question, "Why?" 
Drove us crazy, but I know what 
she was doing. . .It was like, 
"Think, you little dummies." No 
she would never have phrased 
it that way, but I have laughed 
over the years at that persistent 




"Why?" ("Because!" was never 
an acceptable answer.) Senora 
Coley in Spanish class agreed 
to teach the second-year Span- 
ish class to only one student. I 
guess that means I had private 
tutoring. Argie Wilson brought 
the zoology and botany worlds 
to life and was among those who 
presented me with lasting educa- 
tional memories. 

My years of work have includ- 
ed the Mid-South Fair promo- 
tions department in Memphis, 
Tenn., newspaper news desks, 
press secretary for political cam- 
paigns and library public rela- 
tions. All were valuable experi- 
ences leading into my joining 
the communications department 
of the state's Medicare Qual- 
ity Improvement Organization, 
Information and Quality Health- 
care in 1986. 1 later became the 
communications department 
manager for this organization. 
IQH operates the Mississippi 
and Alabama Tobacco Quitlines. 

My first full-time job after 
college I recall as not being a 
very positive experience, but it 
was a valuable lesson learned 
that contributed to my philoso- 
phy of "love what you do." I 
would tell anyone looking for a 
career choice today that the most 
important aspect is to find a field 
you like or even love. 



As a young country boy from Man- 
tachie who had never traveled much 
outside of the state and one who had 
never had many experiences outside the 
norm, today, I look back at my days at 
Itawamba Junior College as some of the 
most significant years in my life. 

Playing football for the legendary 
coach, Dudley Miller, was probably the 
most eye-opening time of my developing 
years. There were many interesting trips, 
lessons to experience, and, most impor- 
tantly, many people to become acquaint- 
ed with and learn from. 

I recall a game with the Georgia 
Military Institute in Georgia one fall. It 
seemed they thought they could run over 
us and scheduled us for their homecom- 
ing game. This was an overnight trip for 
us, and we could not afford hotel accom- 
modations. Therefore, we were to sleep 
in their gym on cots with tiny little mat- 
tresses. After the game we went to their 
cafeteria for a meal only to be confronted 
with the news that a meal for the team 
was not included in the arrangements. 
Coach Miller told us to load up on the 
"Yellow Dog", 
bus that we 
were going 
home. On the 
drive home, 
we stopped at 
a convenience 
store, and 

Coach Miller bought each of us (with his 
own money) a pack of Twinkies and a 
carton of milk. We drove all night and 
arrived back at the dorm the next morn- 
ing. Our bus driver was the renowned 
Sheriff Nudge Gregory, another interest- 
ing "character" I met during my time at 
IJC. 

That year, there were five of us 
from Itawamba County on the team: 
Johnny Crane, Nelson Moses, Bobby 
Strawhorne, Wimp Adams and my- 
self. Two of the five are deceased now: 
Strawhorne and Adams. 

I can truthfully say that my friendship 
with these team players and coach have 
led to some of the most important les- 
sons in my life and lifelong friendships. 
Coach Miller taught us many lessons 
about knowing right from wrong, ulti- 
mately leading us to know how to appre- 
ciate life and have a greater respect for 
others.
